Agts, the Chief of the Royal Family of 
the Agzades, and deſcended from the famous 
 Age/ilaus, was noſooner come to the Crown, 
but he endeavour'd to re-eſtabliſh the Ancient 
Lacedemonian” Diſeiplide, and to "make the 
Laws of Lycurgus to be obſerved. The prin- 
cipal of them dig ordain'an-Aboliſhment of 
all Debts, and a general Partition of all E- 
ſtares, to the end; that by reaſon of that e- 
quality of Fortune, all the Citizens might 
have an equal Intereſt, in what had relation 
' tothe Pyblick. | 4gis was not above twenty 
years vId, whemhe framed ſo'great a Deſign ;

Do you-believe they will be able to endure the 
Gqvernment, of a Toung Man, who, from the 
very firſt: moment of his Reign, applies —_

only to their Ruine 2 To what Extremities will 
they not be carried againſt you, if, inſtead of 
complying with. the times, you. indeavour to 
bring them under an Auſterity of Life, that 
cannot be grateful to them? They are now more 
Gallant and Magnificent than their Anceſtors ; 
and, if it be a Crime, at Sparta, to love 
Eaſe and Luxury, you will find few who are 
not Guilty, 1 know, Madam, replied Agis, 
that Hen do not, without difficulty, paſs from 
a looſeneſs of Manners, to the practice of an 
exatt Virtue; but alſo, we ſhall not, without 
Glory, overcome thoſe Difficulties. And, I 
pray, Madam, by what means would you have 
Agis render himſelf conſiderable among Kings ? 
Is it by Treaſures? The Treaſarers of King 
Prolomy, and the Lieutenants of Seleucus, 
have much greater than it is poſſible for a 
King of Lacedemon to have. No, it muſt be 
by the Contempt of thoſe things, which other 
Princes moſt affed. It muſt be by Moderation, 


_ and Continence. 


He added ſo many other Reaſons, and ar- 
gued with ſo. much Solidity, that Archida- 
mia and Ageſiſtrate were Convinced, and a- 
bandoned to him their own Riches, to be 
diſpoſed of according to his Will and Plea- 
ſure. , 

Agis employed all that the two Queens 
had putinto his hands, for the Eaſe only and

*-Succour of the Miſerable and Diſtreſſed ; and 
his Liberality, together with the Refolution 
he had taken, drew almoſt all. the People to 
his Party. Ho EC nah 

On the contrary,. the principal Spartavs 
fided with -Leonidas.; they remonſtrated to 
him, that he being the Elder King, and ha- 
ving the Honpur, to fetch his Original from 
Hercules, 1t would; be. diſgraceful to him, 
toſufter-himſelf"to be Supplanted by a Young 
Man. - They preſſed hr: to oppoſe Agzs's 
Reſolution, and aſſured. ' him; that that 
Prince hid an effeftual Tyranny under an 
appearing Generoſity, and that he deſired to . 
win the Peoples Favour, only to-poſleſs him- 
ſelf of a ſingle and independent Soveraignty. 

Several Women embraced this Party, and 
engaged themſelvesin it with much more 
concern, than they were uſed todoupon the 
like occaſions. They had their Reaſons for 
it... The Lacedemonians haying never med- 
led withany thing, but what related to the 
War, had always leftthe Adminiſtration of 
_ their Domeſtick- Aﬀairs to"their: Wives? So 
that they became Miſtreſſes of 'the. Money, 
and. could not conſent to loſe : that which 
rendred them conſiderable. - Neither did 
they forget any thing that could augment ' 
the Powerof their Faltion. Some did pur- 
chaſe Suffrages with ready Money, others |

paiddearer for them ; but the moſt- diſcreet 
did quit a City, wherein they ſaw themfelyes 
expos'd to a thouſand dangers. '' 
Gilipus, a Prince of the Blood of the 
Agzades, was ſtrangely difquieted for an only 
Daughter he had, whom he moſt tenderly 
floved.. It was the admirable: 4gzatis, whom 
Hiſtory deſcribes unto us for the Faireſt Prip- 
ceſs of thoſe times. * 4zis was upon the 
point of Marrying ſo Charming a Creature ; - 
and G:/;pus, that he might ſet his Heart at 
reſt, was very deſirous to haſten the Marri- 
age, or to ſend Agzatis into a place of Safety. 
Before the Execution of either of theſe Reſo- 
lutions, he advis'd with a Lacedemont#an, cal- 
led Nemocares, who was abſolutely at his De- 
votion. Are not you of an Opinion, aid he to 
him, that I ſend Agiatis far from a Country=-- 
How, Sir, interrupted Democares;" with trou- 
. ble enough in his Countenance, would you 
Be not allarmed, replied Gilipus fſmilingly, 
the Fair one, whom -you love, ſhall not follow 
Agiatis ;.'and 7-cay, by the conſent of her Mo- 
ther, diſpoſe of her in your Favour.
